‘The planes dropped bombs that 
blew up the top storey of the brown- 
painted 15-storey building. Fighting 
fasted less than 30 minutes. 
‘Ambulances rushed to the scene 
but there was no immediate esti- 
mate of the number of persons 
killed or injured. The students had 
resisted for more than 12 hours a 
government ultimatum to surren- 
der.

According to an agreement reach- 
ed the day before with the police, 
the Panthers were ‘to continue 
Straight down Jaffa Road to the 
Municipality, about a kilometre 
away. The Panthers had agreed not 
to carry coffins in their procession 


had orginally teen planned No -cof- 
fins were displayed at the rally. 


However, as soon as the march 
got under way, the demonstrators 
hoisted three black coffins with the 
word ‘“discrimimation” painted on 
the side. They deliberately turned 
up King George to the intersection 
with Ben Yehuda, then marched 
back to Jaifa Road and down to Zion 
Square where they arrived at 6.25 
p.m. There the leaders of the march

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Allegro on Judaism 


ABRAHAM, MOSES 
WERE ‘MYTHS’ 


LONDON (AP). — John Allegro, 
the Dead Sea Scrolis scholar who 
stirred a controversy by claiming 
Christianity had been founded by a 
mushroom-worshipping cult, struck 
at the foundations of the Jewish 
religion yesterday. 

The 49-year-old university lec- 
turer on the Old Testament con- 
tends that the Patriarcha — in- 
cluding Abraham and Moses — were 
myths. This is the theory he put 
forward in a new hook, “The 
Chosen People.” 

claims they derived from 
other aucient Middle Eastern cul- 
tures also associated with eating a 
sacred mushroom, which induced 
hallucinations, The Jews, he says, 
were formed of a mixture.of peo- 
ples in ancient Palestine. 

Their religion was evolved “to 
deny their mixed heritage and to 
consolidate their precarious politi- 
cal position on the basis of a fan- 
ciful ancestry and an exclusive reli- 


‘The name of their god, Yahveh — 
Jehovah — portrayed a “pure” anti- 
sexual deity, was a fonm of the 
Greek god-name Zeus. Both names 
meant “spermatozoa” — the source 
of ail life, Allegro says. 


Allegro claims the exclusive 
Judaism still known today was “born 
1a blood and nourished In the agony 
of despair and loneliness" In the 
600 years between the deportation 
of Jews to Babylon in 581 BOE. 
and the destruction of Jerusalem by 
the Romans in 70 ©, and the 
scattering of the Jews. 


The dismemberment of her state 
and despoiling of her mogt sacred 
shrine bred into the Jewish soul a 
ruthless self-assertiveness that has 
spared neither her own people nor 
those she has proclaimed her ene- 
mies,” he says. 

Jewish history between 587 ΒΟ ἘΣ 
and 70 CE. when the Romans de- 
stroyed Jerusalem is described a5 
Ὁ constant confilet between “mo- 
derates” who wished to mingle and 
merge with other races and cultures, 
and religious fanatics. The fanatics 
often acted under the influence of 
the mushroom drug and saw them- 
selves as “the chosen ones,” he 
says. :

He said this was the only way “to 
avoid’ the prospects of dark days 
in the history of the nation.” 


Meanwhile, in a related develop- 
ment, Thieu approved a leave of 
absence effective immediately for 
Prime Minister Tran Thien Khiem 
until after the election. Khiem, who 
is Thieu's alternate Vice-Presiden- 
tial running mate, was quoted’ as 
saying he asked for the leave of 
absence in order to give the elec- 
tion an atmosphere of honesty.

‘Multiple fathers’ 
for French illegitimates 


PARIS (Reuter). — The French 
Government is p for a “phi- 
landerer’s penalty" that could result 
in Wegitimate children being allot- 
ted several fathers, each paying to- 
wards the child’s support. ‘The pro- 
posed new law would enable 8 
mewaeh judge to designate as father 

and every male who had 
psa relations with an unmarried 
mother during the period in which 
her child was conceived. 

The revolutionary proposal has 
caused a big legal stir even before 
the French Parliament has begun 
discussing it. Debate is set to start 
after the summer recess in Oc- 
tober. Influential backers of the 
measure include Justice Minister 
Rene Pleven. 

Detractors of the proposal de- 
mounce it as paving the way to 
possible blackmail and exploitation 
of unsuspecting men. 

The measure is part of a wider 
cur- government law seeking to knock 
one down Napoleonic decrees of 1804 
which bar illegitimate children 
from enjoying many inheritance and 
legal rights accorded to children 
born in wedlock. 

Tf a child's paternity has not been 
legally established, child can 
diaim financial support from the 
man shown to have had sexual re- 
lations with its mother during the 
conception period. 

But when it can be 
court ‘that the mother had rela- 
tions with more than ove man dur- 
ing that time, then the judge is 
empowered to share out responal- 
bility for child support — and for 
fatherhood itself —- among them ail. 

The judge would assess the rich- 
est of the “fathers” for the biggest 
slice of child support money, and 
the poorest for the smallest sum. 
Payments would continue until the 
child was 21 — or longer if need 
be. If one of the “fathers” died,

Amfnuddin visited the nearby re- 
fugee camps to recruit males be- 
tween 14 and 24 for the Mukti Fauj.

They 
went to training camps in East 
Bengal, where the instructors were 
Bengalis who had served previously 
in the Pakistani armed forces but 
had jolmed the liberation struggle. 

Later, an QIndian security officer 
said one “effective’ gueriila was 
equal to 100 regular soldiers. The 
Mukti Fauj was learning the art 
of guerilla warfare rapidly and was 
harassing the Pakistani forces and 
their quislings on an increasing 
seale. The Pakistanis were stepping 
up their attacks on Indian territory 
as a diversionary tactic, They were 
also laying Jandmines on the Indian 
stde of the border. 

Forced to operate in a hostile at- 
mosphere in East Bengal, the Pa- 
kistani troops were belng demoraiis- 
ed. Evidence of this, the officer 
said, was the rising number of de- 
sertions of officers and men who 
came across the frontier and sur- 
rendered to Indian security men. 
The deserters said they had been 
told when they were brought to 
Bast Bengal from West Pakistan 
that they were going to fight Tn- 
dia, But they discovered once they 
reached the eastern province that 
they were expected to kill unarmed 
peasants and workers. 

Back In Calcutta, I met Mr. 5.6. 
Andersson, chief of the emergency 
section of the United Nation's Child- 
ren's Fund. He wag working fe- 
verishly on a special feeding pro- 
gramme for refugee children. ἘΠ 
organisation is setting up 1,000 ful- 
ly equipped centres which will 
each feed 2,000 children on a top- 
priority ‘tasis. 

‘Mr. ‘Andersson said the condition 
of most of the children, especially 
those. between: six months, and- four.

TEL AVIV. — The Stock Market 
boomed yesterday, with nearly 
everything rising. The turnover in 
bonds was 13,500,000. —- a new 
record; and the turnover in stocks 
was 111,848,000, the highest figure 
since the “boom” days of 1963/64. 

The Stock Market was in session 
for five continuous hours, itself a 
new record in recent years. 

Demands were especially heavy 
for stocks in the first round: in the 
variables (the turnover was IL243,000

than ap ordinary day’s total turn-

The Ministry of Commerce and 
Industry spokesman reported that ἃ 
number of the major wholesale and 
retail suppliers declared that they 
would not raise the prices of any of 
the poods they already had in stock. 
These companies include Hamashbir 
Latzarchan, Hamashbir Hamerkezi, 
the Consumer Cooperative super- 
markets, Supersol, the Shalom de- 
partment stores and Shekem. Manu- 
facturers who also made similar de- 
clarations yesterday include Amcor, 
Hlectra, A-E.G., Tadiran, Phileo and 
Universal (washing machines). 


The Ministry's office in Tel Aviv 
received 12 complaints about price 
increases, in only three cases will 
charges be brought against the vio- 
lators. One case concerned the re- 
fusal of a store to sell clgarettes 
which were in stock, while the other 
two were overcharging for eggs and 
for tomato puree. 

The Ministry’s teams of investi- 
gators reported an easing off in the 
buying rush which was so marked 
on Sunday. In general, food 
remained stable — except for hard 
cheese, up by 50-70 agorot a kilo — 
while the end-of-season sales con- 
tinued in the clothing stores, with 
mo reported attempts to raise the 
prices or to halt the sales. Business 
was still fairly brisk In the elec- 
trical goods shops. 

‘There were some reports of whole- 
salers refusing to extend their nor- 
mal credit terms to the retailers, 
and the spokesman said that this 
would be investigated and steps 
would be taken if necessary. 

Dr. Moshe Mandelbaum, Comumis- 
sioner of Prices, reported that he 
was “very satisfied” with the effec- 
tiveness of the governmental order 
banning the prices. After two days 
in effect, it has achleved its aims; 
very few prices have been raised 


illegally, he stated. 


CONSUMER COMPLAINTS 


Histadrut Consumer Authority 
chairman Nuzha Katzab, however, 
told The Jerusalem Post yesterday 
that she and her co-worker had 
received dozens of complaints of 
unjustified price increases. 

She mentioned two categories of 
complaints which they were work- 
ing on — connected with apart- 
ments and refrigerators. She singled 
out two complaints against Ramat 
Gan building contractors. Contracts 
were to have been signed on Friday 
at a set price, but the contractors 
in both cases told the purchasers 
to settle the matter after the week- 


end, When they turned up on Sun- 
day morning, the contractors de- 
manded more money — in one case 
as much as 117,000. 


Mrs. Katzab said the Consumer 
Authority had been contacted by 
the Ministry of Housing and would 
cooperate with them in fighting un- 
justified increases in the coat of 
homes. 


SimUlar treatment was reported 
by several persons who had ordered 
Tefrigerators. The firms tried to 
hold back delivery in order to ex- 
tract post-devaluation prices, she 
related, but declined to name the 
companies involved. 

She said complaints should be 
addressed to the Central Consumers 
Authority, Histadrut Executive Of- 
fices, Tel Aviv. They may also be 
phoned in to (03)268369, or to the 
‘Consumer Authority in Labour 
Councils in other localities. 

Mrs. Katzab, like, other Histadrut 
Central Committee members, felt 
the Government had made a “major 
mistake” In pushing up prices of 
basic commoditles. She was par- 
ticularly concerned that this had 
come just before the High Holidays 
and wondered why the policy-makers 
could not have waited until then. 
What worried her more than prices, 
she said, was the question of suf- 
ficient food supplies for the fes- 
tivals. 


AUTHORIZED PRICES 

The authority decided to print a 
pamphlet of authorized prices, to 
$e distributed to “hundreds of 
thousands" of consumers through 
works committees. It is conducting 
@ survey of price fluctuations by 
means of 500 observers throughout 
the country, and has resolved to 
translate the information that ob- 
tains into Arabic. 

In Haifa, no complaints of over- 
charging were received by the of- 
fices of the Ministry of Commerce 
and Industry, but the price of fal- 
afei in town was raised already last 
Friday from 70 to 80 agorot. The 
rise has no official sanction. In Na- 
zareth, too, the price of pita (flat 
Arab bread) went up irregularly. 
Pita was not mentioned in the order 
that sanctioned the rise of bread 
and roll prices. 

Zim announced yesterday that 
passengers who hold tickets for the 
Dan or ΝῺ would not, bave to pay 
any increase for their berths. 

Aithough the Customs House in 
Haifa Port was “open” to clearing 
agents from 11 o'clock on Sunday, 
virtually uo goods were cleared by 
closing time yesterday; the cash 
register remained silent. 

“There are two reasons why im- 
porters left thelr goods in the port 
during the past two days," Cham- 
ber of Commerce Secretary Arye 
Mehulal explained last night. “The 
importers decided to follow the 
recommendation of the country’s 
chambers of commerce to sell their 
stocks at the old prices and thus to 
avoid the 20 per cent inventory 


Surcharge which the Government 
imposed. Had they cleared their now 
stock from the port, they would 
have mixed the old stock with the 
Tew and caused themselves umplea- 
Bantness and confusion. During these 
two days, they sold a large volume 
of goods at the old prices," he added, 
“mainly electrical durables, like TV 
sets, radios and tape recorders. 

“Tne second reason is that the 
higher freight and insurance rates 
after devaluation call for substan- 
tially bigger outlays of cash, which 
is ἃ problem for the importers at 2 
time of credit restrictions,” Mr. 
Mehulai said. 

CREDIT PROBLEM 

The two-day drought in revenue 
appeara to have inspired the cus- 
toms authorities to do something 
about the credit problem, At noop 
yesterday the Custom Collector in 
Haifa announced: that he would 
Rand out recommendations to the 
bank for six-month loans to enable 
the importers to pay devaluation 
differentials and to clear their goods. 

At Lod Airport, outgoing passen- 
gers who had not paid the difference 
between the original price of their 
tickets and travel tax and the new 
price, were required to sign printed 
undertakings that they would pay 
the debt within 60 days. 

Although the new prices did not 
Εο into effect until midnight Sun- 
day, and the mass media all carried 
announcements about the price rise 
(20 per cent on tickets and 10 per 
cent on the tax}, many travellers 
did not have time to pay the differ- 
ences before their flights. Most of 
them blamed this on the fact that 
the banks were closed on Sunday. 


“Bank of Israel

Mapam and Histadrut represen- 
tatives In the Alignment Knesset 
faction yesterday attacked the 
Prime Minister and the Minister of 
Finance for failing to consult them 
before announcing the devaluation.

Ben-Aharon demanded that the

ber Moshe Carmel. 

“With professors you can consult," 
Mr. Ben-Aharon accused Finance 
Minister Pinhas Sapir at the con- 
tentious faction meeting. “So why 
fot with us?" 

Mr. Sapir countered that no Gov- 
ernment could consult widely about 
@ planned devaluation, and remind- 
ed his attacker that the Histadrut 
was not consulted before the 1962 
devaluation either. At any rate, Mr. 
Sapir promised, the Government 
would act in close cooperation with 


measures following the devaluation. 

Prime Minister Golda Meir, visib- 
ly angered when Mr. Ben-Aharon 
began talking in terms of “you and 
us,” later said she was not as con- 
cerned about economic devaluation 
as she was about “the devaluation 
in the morals of the country in 
general and of the labour movement

day following the devaluation was 
psychologically indefensible. And 
when the Government thus increased 
the prices of its own stocks, how 
could it expect private merchants 
mot to attempt to follow suit? It 
was not too late to cut back these 
Price increases, Mr. Zakin urged.

Also calling on the Government 
to take greater account of the psy- 
chological repercussions of its moves 
was Poalei Agudat Yisrael ἈΠΕ. 
Kalman Kahane. Except for this 
Point, however, he approved of the 
decision to devalue. 

The most powerful speech of the 
Session came from the lone Maki 
(Communist) ΜΚ. Dr. Moshe 
Soeh, The devaluation was neither 
economically sound, sor socially 
just, said Dr. Sneh.
